American Red Cross Home Service 
workers in Ohio, Indians and Ken- 
tucky, already administering to fami- 
lies of some 1,600 enlisted men, tarry 
on their work with a "catechism" 
which includes what may bo termed 
‘‘eleven commandments.” As these 
“commandments" typify the spirit in 
which this type of Red Cross relief is 
given, I am stating them here, leav- 
ing the reader to draw ills own con- 
clusions. 

I. Don’t overwhelm people with 

questions before they have a chance 
to say what they want to say. 

t. Don't suggest to them the an- 
swers they should make. 

3. Don’t forget that their hopes 

and plans are more important than 
any single fact that the Home Service 
worker wants in order to uiako com- 
plete a report or record. 

4. Don't encourage the children to 

talk about things that concern tholr 
elders — about family difficulties 'and 
ao on. , ' 

6. Don’t let the children come to 

the office with messages and requests 
except when there is a real emergency 
and no older person can possibly 
come. 

6. Don't discuss the affairs of a 
family, jiar^teii -tho- nets that oou>e 

your attention in the course ot 
Home Service work to any outsider. , 

7. Don't give confidential informa- 
tion about the family when making 
Inquiries. 

3. Don't make inquiries of tho 
present neighbors or do anything that 
will expose the family to gossip. Pro- 
tect the family in question us you 
would your own, family from anything 
that would help their self-respect. 

3. Don't venture to make perma- 
nent plans on a first visit. 

10. Don't tail to discover whether 
there Is Immediate and urgent need 
of relief and to make some temporary 
provision for supplying it before 
waiting to make further inquiries. 

II. Don't fail, however, to inquire 

(before paying the first visit if possi- 
ble! what other agencies are inter- 
ested. *

Seed Corn. 

Perfect seed corn will be wast- j 
ed next spring. Every missing 1 
hill, every stalk from defective | 
seed will mean a reduced yield. 
The farmer who did not save his 
own seed corn should buy at 
once. It is best to buy on the 
ear. Buy a standard variety 
known to succeed in your locality 
and buy from a reliable p. rty. 
The Southern Agriculturist wil' 
be glad to help you select a va- 
riety if you are not certain wiiat 
to use. 

The Department of Agriculture 
tells how to shell seed corn. Do! 
it by hand, one year at a time, j 
nubbing and tipping before shell- ' 
ing into a shallow pan or box. 
Then pick out all the defective 
grains before putting with the 
general lot. 

Be careful, too, not to let the 
seed corn freeze or to put it 
where the rats can get at it, 
either before or after shelling. 
Each ear should be tested and 
any of poor germination rejected. 

Good seed is one step toward 
a big corn crop this year, and n 
1 step that must be taken if the 
biggest possible crop is to be 
raised.— Southern Agriculturist.

American Block breeders are being 
asked to conserve their flocks and 
herds In order to meet Europe's tre- 
mendous denmuds for meats during 
the war ami probably for many years 
afterward. 

The United States food adminis- 
tration reports that American stock 
raisers have shown a disposition to 
co-operate with the government in In- 
creasing the nation's supply of live 
atock. 

Germany today Is probably better 
supplied with live stock than any oth- 
er European nation. When the Ger- 
man armies made their Idg advance 
into Frunce and then retteafed vlr- j 
titully all the cattle in the Invaded , 
territory — approximately 1,800.00° , 
head — were driven behind the German 
lilies. 

But In England— where 2,-100,000 
acre* of pasture lands Irnve been turn- 
ed Into grain fields — the cattle herds 
are decreasing rapidly. One of the 
reasons apparently Is the declining 
maximum price scale adopted by the 
English as follows: For September, 
$17.70 per 100 pounds; October, $17.28: 
November and December, $10.08; Jan- 
Inry, $14.10. The effect of these prices 
was to drive beef animals on the mar- | 
ket as soon ns possible. 

In France the number of cattle as 
well as the quality have shown an 
enormous decline* during the war. 
Where France had 14,807, 000 head of 
cattle In 191.1, she now Ims only 12.- 
341,900, a decrease of 10.0 per cent. 
And France Is today producing only 
one gallon of milk compared to two 
and one-half gallons before the war. 

Denmark and Holland have been 
forced to sacrifice dairy herds for beef : 
because of the lack of necessary feed. 

Close study of the European meat 1 
situation has convinced the Food Ad- 
ministration that the future problem 
of America lies largely In the prod ne* 1 
tlon of meat producing unlnmls and 
dairy products rather than In the pro- 1 
duct Ion of cereuls for export when 
the war will have ceased.
